NORFOLK (Va.) Feb. 7.—{Exctusive 
Dispatch. A wireless message report- 
ing the loss at sea of the torpedo 
boats Stockton and Shubrick, was to- 
night sent broadcast to all wireless op- 
erators on land and sea by the Navy 
Department.

Demand for finished 
products is meager and price conces- 
sions on the part of the minor com- 
panies dre absorbing most of the 
business. There is a growing friction 
with the larger interests, who are at- 
tempting to maintain prices.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The formal 
ratification of the election of William 
H. Taft and James 8. Sherman, to be 
President and Vice-President respect- 
ively, to be held in the hall of the 
House of Representatives next 
Wednesday, will be one of the most 
ceremonial e attending the po- 
litica) life of America. 

The ceremony will begin at 1 o'clock. 
Shortly before that time Vice-Presi- 
dent Fairbanks will leave his chair as 
presiding officer of the Senate, and 
will proceed to the east door prepara- 
tory to leading the procession of Sena- 
tors to the south wing of the Capitol. 
He will be accompanied by the secre- 
tary of the Senate and a squad of 
Capitol police. 

Col. Daniel M. Ransdell, sergeant-at- 
arms of the Senate, will immediately 
| precede the Vice-President, Senators 
falling in line, two by two. 

The assistant doorkeepers of the 
Senate, carrying two boxes containing 
the electoral votes previously received 
by Mr. Fairbanks, will closely follow 
the Vice-President. 

The procession win move slowly 
through the Capitol building and 
through Statuary Hall. 

Speaker Cannon will be informed of 
the coming of the Senate, and Repre- 
sentatives occupying seats on his right 
hand will vacate them in order to

ors. 

The Vice-President will take a seat 
at the right of the Speaker and will 
be presented with the gavel. Mr. 
Fairbanks will then unlock the wooden 
boxes, and, announcing the purpose of 


the gathering. will open the packages 


in alphabetical order, handing the cer- 


tificates to the four tellers, Senators 
Burrows of Michigan, and Senator

Mr. Needham, Congressman from our own State, 
has introduced a bill even more rigorous than that 
introduced by Senator Fulton of Oregon, which was 
defeated in Congress. This aims at the regulation 
of railroads in particular. It is an amendment 
to the present anti-trust laws of the Federal gov- 
ernment and it provides that in cases where a rail-+ 
road gives notice of a change in freight rates, 
shippers may present remonstrances before the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and that upon 
such representation this commission shall be em- 
powered to forbid such changes until investigation 
of the whole subject may be had before such com- 
mission. Mr. Needham, in preparing this bill, has 
had consultation with Franklin K. Lane, Interstate 
Commerce Commissioner, and William R. Wheeler, 
assistant Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

Mr. Lane and Mr. Wheeler are professional 
lawyers and professional politicians. It is quite 
competent to say that if either of them were 
brought before a court of inquiry and questioned 
as to his knowledge of the practical workings 
of railroads in their relations with the business 
community, his mark for competency would be 
a very low percentage. Without being individually 
invidious in our remarks, we may say in a very gen- 
eral way that lack of knowledge of the subjects they 
are dealing with is not the only argument against com- 
mitting these matters to the hands of such persons. 
They are not only as a rule grossly ignorant, but 
they are not scrupulously conscientious nor de- 
voted to principle. To state that they are poli- 
ticians is tantamount generally to the charge that 
they “do polities” rather than business. As to 
men like Mr. Lane, whom we cheerfully concede 
to be of clean character and good personal record,

DEEDS OF HEROISM. 

Engineer Baldwin has proved himseif 
a man ready for any emergency. twice 
before. He saved the lives of two 
women on the bridge over the Arroyo 
Seco a few years ago, by stopping the 
train just in the nick of time. The 
women were walking acrogs the bridge, 
and seeing the train coming, tried to 
run. They fell, and Baldwin mar- d 
to stop, in spite of the fact that he 
nearly blew out both cylinder heads by 
reversing. 

His other deed was to prevent a 
wreck at Glendora, four years ago, be- 
coming a frightful calamity. He was 
engineer of a local train that had 
stopped at Glendora. The limited, com- 
ing behind at sixty miles an hour, 
had not been notified that she was to 
slow down and give the local a chance 
to keep ahead. 

Baldwin saw this train coming at a 
speed he knew meant death to many, 
but he stuck to his engine and open- 
ing wide the throttle, started ahead. 
The local gathered sufficient speed to 
keep the fast train from telescoping 
more than one car. Had Baldwin not 
been on guard, the local would have 
been standing still, and the loss of life 
would have been heartrending. 


FLOOD DAMAGE HEAVY. 
WATERS RAGE IN ARROYO SECO. 

The rampage of the Arroyo Seco 
floods yesterday afternoon resulting 
from the heavy downpour at the end 
of the storm that has swept Califor- 
nia the past two days, caused at least 

One railroad br was washed 
away entirely and four others ‘ost 
most of their supports. The approaches 
to the city’s bridge at Avenue 43 were 
washed away, and a large part of 
Melville Sheidon’s grading outfit, 
stored at Avenue 39, was carried away. 
The entire channel of the Arroyo Seco 
stream widened fifty feet. 

The Sait Lake was the heaviest loser. 
The trestle bridge on the Glendale line 
went down late in the evening, after 
the three central supports had been 
undermined and washed down stream. 
It will cost $5000 to replace this trestle. 
All of the supports were washed out 
from under this rall ways trestie over 
the Arroyo on the Pasadena line, at 
Avenue . and several from its bridge 
at the Ostrich Farm. 

The bridge at Avenue 35 is up stream 
from the one that sagged, endangering 
the lives of more than 100 people on 
the San Bernardino train that crossed 
it. These bridges are only eight feet 
apart, and when the piling began to 
give way under the Sait Lake bridge, 
the continual pounding against the con- 
crete pier under the Santa Fé bridge 
caused the sag. At midnight the last 
pile had gone out from under the Salt 
Lake bridge at this point. and the ties 
were supported by the rails. 

‘The city’s bridge at Avenue 43, which 
connects Montecito Park with Pasa- 
dena avenue, withstood the heavy flood, 
but the approaches were washed away. 
The water rose until it was within a 
foot of the bridge floor, and then it 
began to cut away the earth on each 
side. A pipe running through this 
bridge conveys the entire water supply 
of Montecito Park, and the people liv- 
ing in that section, fearing that it would 
be broken, filled their bathtubs and all 
of their cooking utensils. : 

The supports under the Pacific Elec- 
tric’s trestle at the Ostrich Farm be- 
came shaky early in the day and no 
cars were run over the structure after 
9 o'clock in the morning. 

Early in the afternoon, there was a 
sudden rise in the arroyo and the 
stream began to tear at the banks. 
Great chunks of land were eaten away 
and in a short time citizens began to 
patrol the banks, to keep watch on 
property that was threatened, but 
when the crisis came, they were un- 
able to conquer the stream, 

Melville Sheidon, the grading con- 

tractor, lost $1500 worth of tools and 
wagons. 
Standing nearest the stream was a 
cook's shanty, mounted on wheels, in 
which A. F. Machado, the watchman 
of the grading outfit, lived. He was 
away at the time, and in spite of the 
efforts of H. Chenwerth, watchman on 
the Pacific Rock and Grading Com- 
pany's plant, and a score of helpers, 
the shanty tumbled into the water. 
Machado lost about $200 worth of per- 
sonal property. 

Next the flood claimed five Fresno 
scrapers, a buggy and three road 
plows. Half an hour later an 
mense grading machine upset into 
the stream but was not washed away. 

Only the foresight of Mrs. Bob 
Seranella of No. 21 East aAve- 
nue 69; saved her home from being car- 
ried away by the flood. It was located 
right on the bank and she had con- 
structed a dyke of barbed wire 
and «ll cans, which thwarted the rush- 
ing waters. 

“When the water was so high two 
years ago it nearly took my home,” 
said she, “and so I got rea for it 
this time.” 

The water cut away a large slice 
from one corner of her lot. . 

A score of other homes were endan- 
gered by the caving in of the banks. 
A twenty-foot section was washed off 
the eastern end of East Avenue 
39, and the flood cut to within ten 
feet of the bottling works of the Weis- 
beer Brewing Company at No. 252 East 
Avenue 29. 

The Kern River Power Company's 
high voltage line, that crosses the Ar- 
royo Seco where the Salt Lake’s Glen- 
dale tine bridge stood, was in pert! 
and. officials were called to see what 
could be ‘done. One, of the poles 
sagged down almost level with the 
stream and it seemed as if wires 
would be broken by the strain. The 
power was switched to the other line 
and the pole was chopped clear. 

The Los Angeles Railway Company 
kept a large forcp of men on watch at 
ite bridge at Avenue 20. They kept 
the driftwood from clogging against

LONG BEACH, Feb. 1.—This 
today was treated to a genuine sensa- 
tion in the shape of a snowstorm at 
1:45 o'clock, preceding a heavy rain 
Which continued all afternoon. It 
lasted but a few moments, dissolving 
almost as soon as it struck the ground. 

Rain continued all through last 
night until] this morning. Then there 
was a cessation until this afternoon. 
At dark it stopped. The gauge regis- 
tered .73 inch this evening, the total 
for the season being 12.08 inches. 

This is not the first time snow has 
fallen here. Early inhabitants remem- 
ber making snowbal’s in the winter of 
1899, when a lage part of Southern 
California was visited. by a fleeting 
storm. 


Heaviest of Season. 

SANTA MONICA, Feb. 7.— During 
the rainstorm of last night and today 
from 81 to .96 of an inch of rain fell. 
The gauges Close to the sea show the 
smaller acnount, and as the record is 
continued inland an increase is read in 
the amount of the precipitation. This 
is the usual story of the rainstorms by 
the sea. The fall is lighter right 
along the shore than it is on the mesa 
a few hundred feet inland. This is the 
rule, almost without exception. The 
total rainfall for this bay for the sea- 
son is thirteen inches, or considerably 
more, depending, upon which gauge is 
accepted as authority. 

The rainstorm of this afternoon was 
the heaviest one of the season and for 
several hours gave the storm drains a 
greater volume of water than they 
could readily handle. conse- 
quence, theré was considerable back 
water for a time.

SO SAYS DR. BRADLEY AT. THE 
V. M. C. A. MEETING. 


Mental impression Which a Man 
Supposes Only Transient or Tem- 
porary is Bound to Be His Eternal 
Companion, Declares the Speaker. 
Analytical Study of the Brain. 


“No man ever forgot anything. He 
may think he has forgotten but under 
the mass of mental rubbish collected 
in his mind lies the thought or un- 
pression that he believes has passed 
from his knowledge. That impression 
which you suppose to be a transient 
or fleeting guest in your mind is 
bound to be your eternal companion.” 
Se declared Dr. Henry Stiles Brad- 
ley in the course of an address at the 
Auditorium yesterday afternoon. His 
appearance was the feature of the Y. 
M.C.A., Sunday afternoon meeting 
held there and which, in spite of a 
heavy downpour, was attended by 
nearly a thousand men. 

“Brains” was his subject. “The 
most sensitive, the most delicate or- 
gan in the tniverse,” he said, “is the 
human brain. Scientific examination 
has shown that it is largely made up 
of fibers which range from one-two 
thousandth to one-ten-thousandth of 
an inch in diameter. It is estimated 
that in the brain of the average adult 
there are fifty million million cells and 
each of these celis is reckoned as ca- 
— of holding an individual impres- 


“Do you remember when first you 
attempted to master a difficult prob- 
lem in algebra or geometry you found 
tt so difficuR to make your way 
through the maze of facts in that par- 
ticular matter of mathematics? Then 
the next day when you went through 
the same problem you did not find it 
so hard. Then as you went over ik 
again and again you found it easier 
and easier till when you came to teach 
It you found the elucidation of that 
problem almost a pleasure. 

“Your mind as it runs over and over 
the same track gradually gets into a 
rut in which it is comparatively easy 
to move.

If I could 
see what you think of in the still 
hours of the night I would be able 
to tell what your character is. Did 
you ever observe how you get in the 
habit of putting on one sock first, 
when you get up in the morning? Per- 
haps it is the left and perhaps the 
right, but you do likewise year after 
. Look at the trained accountant 
how he rapidly runs up a column of 
figures and gives the correct footing. 
His mental machinery in that 
has been so thoroughly perfected that 
it would almost be wrevked by the 
making of a mistake. * 

“You sometimes hear of a collapse 
of character as if the collapse had 
been a sudden thing, but I tell you it 
is not. Sometimes men are found out 
suddenly in their wrongdoing, but the 


is instantaneous is only the culmina- 
tion of what has been maturing for 
years “perhaps. The fitting idea of 
doing a wrong comes into the mind 
and the man at once dismisecs it 
or thinks he diemisses it. The idea 
comes again the next day and is 
again dismissed, but not so readily.

A HUMAN MYSTERY. 


— —— 
Massachusetts Machinist Whom Flames 
Will Not Burn and Who Can 
Materialize Himself. 

{[NeweYork Tribune: ] The marvelous 
psychic power of Fred E. Foskett, 
a young machinist of Orange, Mass. 
has attracted the attention of Prof. 
James of Harvard and other leading 
members of the Boston branch of the 
American Society of Psychical Re- 
search, who gave him tests yesterday 
and today. 

The first of the tests was held at 
the home of Prescott F. Hall on Sat- 
urday afternoon. Prof. William James 
and several well known 2 
were there, and test conditions as 
nearly perfect as possible were made. 
Foskett was seated in the center of a 
room before a small table. There he 
performed every feat of the Hindu 
faker and the Buddhist adept. 
On the table was an ordinary kero- 
sene lamp with a chimney and a flat 
wick, a pan and several quarts of al- 
cohol. According to the reports of 
those present, Foskett succeeded in 
every test. The first test was made 
with ordinary, sulphur matches. Fos- 
kett lighted half a dozen, one after 
the other, holding them with one hand 
80 Close to the fingers of the other that 
the flames curied them. He 
then lighted the lamp and held n'y 
hands above the wick, while the flames 
curled over them and the soot com- 
pletely blackened them. 

From one of these tests to another 
Foskett went, while the scientists heid 
their breath and watched every motion 
until he came to the climax. In this 
he poured a quart of alcohol into the 
basin, lighted it and then washed his 
hands, bathing them for nearly ten 
minutes in the burning fluid, washing 
it up over his arms to his — 
Mterally bathing himself in biazing 
alcchol. That completed the test for 
Saturday. As soon as it was finishe4 
the physicians present examined Fos 
kett, and they could find, not the 
slightest trace of a burn or a blister. 
Foskett told them that the flames did 
not give him the slightest sensation of 
burning, that he felt comfortably warm 
and pleasant and nothing more.

conditions as the day before. Consid- 
erable myst is thrown about them. 
Mr. Hall said they were so startling 
that he did not care to discuss them 
until they had been tried again. An- 
other scientist who was there said that 
Foskett perfermed all of his experi- 
mente of the day before and then “ab- 
solutely and positively dematerialized.” 
“He seemed to dissolve into thin air 
as we watched him. Wes gone forty- 
one seconds, and then materialized. It 
was so startling that we, I am afraid. 
lost sight of the test conditions and 
we have asked him to appear before 
us again. It seems unbelievable, but 
it certainly 80. We Aly 
know what to think of it.”

Those who 
examined him discredit the hypnotic 
theory.

Dr. Worcester Tells About 
Healing Mork.

Great Good Accomplished by 
Emmanuel Movement.

“IT make no claim to cure anybody. 
I think that no man is really cured til! 
he is dead,” declared Rev. Dr. Elwood 
Worcester, who inaugurated the Em- 
manuel movement, in an address at St. 
Paul's Pro-Cathedral last evening. The 
to the doors. 

“I am pleased,“ tinued the speak- 
er, “with the work you are doing here 
in Southern California for poor con- 
sumptives. I am not without hope that 
our method of treatment for those af- 
ficted with that disease may de 
adopted in Los Angeles. I want to 
make it very plain that we do not pre- 
tend to treat consumptives by moral 
agencies alone. We think none, or ex- 
ceedingly few. are cured that way. We 
have about twenty-five of them under 
our care in and about Boston. We 
-etrive to provide for them so that they 
may get an abundance of fresh air. We 
build little cottages for them in back 
yards, or on the roofs of the houses. 

“Of the cases of tuberculosis that have 
been before us for treatment in the 
past five years about 25 per cent. have 
been cured. . But then arises another 


instance, the case of a man who has 
contracted the disease while employed 
in a sweatshop. When he has been 
cured and returns to that work, he is 
more than likely to get the disease 
again. So we try to find for him some 
sort of employment that will keep him 
much of the time in the open air. This 
branch of our church work is not so 
very expensive. It costs us about 2 
a year and the saving in lives is - 
mense. 
NOT HOLDING OUR OWN. 

In the United States we are not 
holding our own in the matter of dis- 
eases due to dissipation and kindred 
evils. 

“I believe the time is coming when 
the constructive forces of the various 
religious denominations, and out * of 
them, will get together and work with 
greater effectiveness.

No doubt a good 
many die because their friends by 
their actions show that they expect 
them to die and the sick ones do not 
wish to cause any disappointment.

“Many of the conditions which we 
strive to heal are those brought about 
by bad habits. You know how a habit 
sticks to a man.
